Claims Undisclosed Influence 
at Work

Alabama Senator Admits He Is Play- 
ing Lone Hand but Says He 
Still Holds the Joker and 
Is Not at All 
Afraid. 


Washington, April 5.—After listening to 
a two hours’ speech by Mr. Morgan on 
the Panama question the senate today 
again took up the postoffice appropriation 
bill; but adjourned without completing 
{its consideration. 


Some important amendments aside from 
those suggested by the committee, were 


agreed to, among them one increasing 
from 2 to 4 ounces the size of franked 
letters and another adding 26 members to 
the force of rural free delivery agents. 

Mr. Morgan declared that the new Pan- 
ama Canal Company is only a lessee of 
the property rights on the isthmus, and 
said that when we pay to the government 
of Panama the $10,000,000 this govern- 
ment will be entitled to deal with the 
canal company as a tenant. 

He criticised in sharp language what 
he denounced ag the surrender of the 
United States to the new Panama Canal 
Company, saying that “there is some 
undisclosed influence at work which has 
given that company control of all our 
recent actions in connection with the 
canal enterprise.’’ 

Company May Delay Canal. 

He predicted that if there should be 
delay the new canal company backed by 
France would be responsible for !t, and 
he hinted at the possibility of the com- 
pany’s refusing outright to make a sat- 
isfactory sale. He pointed to what he 
called the delay in making payment to 
Panama, and said that it was in strong 
contrast with the. haste manifested in 
Securing ratification of the Hay-Varilla 
treaty, and argued that this delay was 
due to the demands of the canal company. 

After concluding his speech, Mr. Mor- 
Zan asked for a vote on his resolution, 
but Mr. Kittridge moved to refer it to 
the committee on inter-oceanic canals, 
Mr. Morgan made an appeal for a vote, 
Saying that his only object was to secure 
information, and that he desired to ex- 
pedite work on the canal. 

“I know,” k€ said, ‘“‘that I am playing 
a lone hand, but I am not afraid to do 
so, so long as I hold the joker.”’ 

The resolution was referred. 

The senate committee on finance today 
authorized Senator Aldrich to report an 
amendment to the bill for the govern- 
ment of the Panama canal zone giving to 
the canal construction bonds. all the 
rights and privileges of the outsanding 
2 per cent government bonds. The ef- 
fect is to allow national banks to use the 
bonds as a basis for circulation. 

For Investigating Commission.’ 

Senator Simmons today Introduced a 
bill to create a permanent commission to 
investigate the several executive depart- 
ments of the government. It provides for 


a commission of five persons not m@e 


than three to be members of the same 
political party who shall serve four years 
each from the date of their appoint- 
ments. The commission is to report to 
each regular session of congress. 

The bill provides for a salary of $5,000 
for the chairman and $4,500 each for the 
other members,

Washington, April 5.—The proceedings 
in the house today were enlivened by 
speeches by Mr. DeArmond and Mr. 
Grosvenor, the former attacking ine ré- 
publicans for failure to order an inves- 
tigation into thé postoffice charges and 
to revise the tariff, and the latter vig- 
orously defending .the republican party 
for its policies and lauding President 
Roosevelt for@the part he played in 
the postal investigation, the passage of 
the Cuban reciprocity law, and. the 
treaty with Panama for the construc- 
tion of an isthmian canal. = °° 

Earlier in the day, Mr. Prince, of 
lilinois, in a vigerous speech, predicted 
friction betweert the general staff of 
the army and the secretary of war. 
The military academy bill was passed 
without amendment. 

Mr. DeArmond  critictsed the republi- 
cans for fajling to pass certain meas- 
ures, which he declared the people were 
demanding. The reason is, he said, 
they prefer going into the election ‘‘with- 
out giving the peoplé a sample of their 
legisiation.’’ 

He reopened the subject of the postal 
scandals and deolared that the repub- 
licans feared an investigation would un- 
cover additional frauds, and, therefore, 
were opposed “to taking off the 1lid.’’ 
He attacked the tariff policy of the re- 
publicans, and said that party dare not 
touch the tariff for fear the evildoers 
who are the beneficiaries of the system 
will withdraw their support and let the 
republican party fall. Speaking of re- 
publican members of the house, Mr. De- 
Armond said: 

‘Individually you are men of courage, 
dash and daring, but as an organiza- 
tion here you are afraid of your e#had- 
ow.”’ 

Executive Chaos at White House. 

He segured democratic applause when 
he asked the republicans what they had 
done except to perpetuate abusea and 
create appropriations Referring to the 
president, he spoke’ of the situation at 
the white house as “executive chaos,” 
and inquired what the president had 
dohe to commend himself to the peo- 
ple. 

Mr. Grosvenor devoted himself to a 
defenge of the republican party: . Mr. 
DeArmond, he said,» had indicte@ the 
leaders on the floor of the house for*an 
attempt to caver up crinie. ee ae 

“What crime,’ Mr, Grosvenor asked, 
“has been committed in any One of the 
branches of the administration of the 
federal government, and by whom?’ 

He sarcastically remarked that when a 
member of the house knew enough to 
hurl in the face of the majority of the 
house the charge that they were covering 
up and protecting crimes, “he ought tv 
know enough to make some statement 
that somebody somewhere had commit- 
ted some crime.”’ 

“Why are you opposed to investigating 
the department?” inquired Mr. DeAt- 
mond. ; 

“For the manifest reason,” said Mr. 
Grosvenor, “that th@® department ‘Has 
been thoroughly investigated.”

Misleading Say Senators 


Senator Bacon Turns in Report 
Against Hoar Bill—Not Believed 
American People Favor Set- 
ting Up Specially Predic- 
ted Ciass of Men. 


Washington, April 5.—A minority report 
on the bill introduced by Senator Hoar to 
provide for the protection of the president 
of the United States was submitted to- 
day by Senator Bacon, from the commit- 
tee on judictary. Senators Pettus, Cul- 
berson, Blackburn and Patterson, all 
democratic members of the committeee, 
also signeq the report. 

It states that the title is misleading, 
and tends naturally to enlist the sympa@- 
thy of all Americans and secure a sup- 
port which the bill would not receive !f 
it was known generally that its provis- 
ions were extended to all of the cabinet 
officers and all foreign ambassadors and 
ministers to the United States. The pur- 
pose of the bill, the report said, is to set 
apart these four dozen men as a superior 
entitled to a higher 
degree of protection than other Officials, 
citizens and inhabitants of the United 
States. 


Say Bill Creates Class. 

The minority members 6? the commit- 
tee say they yield to none in their desire 
to protect the president and punish the 
enemies of the government and social 
order, ‘‘but in fhe accomplishment of this 
laudable desire, we are unwilling to put 
upon the statute books a Jaw that will 
invade and destroy the most valued prin- 
ciples of republican institutions, which 
will take from the states their rightful 
jurisdictions over crime, which they 
have never surrendereq to the general 
government; which will overturn the rec- 
ognized policies and procedure of a hun- 
dred years, and which, not content with 
the provisions respecting the president, 
sets apart some forty-five or fifty other 
men as a separate class, whose persons 
Shall be more sacred ip the eye of the 
law than others of the dghty million in- 
habitants of the United States.’’ 

The report cites paragraphs of exist- 
ing laws and sections of supreme court 
opinions as ample forthe protection of 
the persons of others than the president 
of the United States. It is declared that 
the jurisdiction confegrd upon the feder- 
al courts in the first/section is in viola- 
tion of the constitution of the United 
States.

Ous detail of the gréat painted Is shown 
in a way that brings tc the fore all of 
these remarkable touehes fgr which the 
picture is so justly noted. There are a 
number of these Messoniers with little 
remarks like postscripts that are always 
so effective in etchings. 

Then there are some of Alma Tademas, 
bringing out the full rich colors of mar- 
bles and figures for which he is known 
in all parts of the world. Perhaps the 
best exponent of his work fs in the ‘The 
Baths of Caracalla.’’ Almost next on the 
line is Rembrandt’s “The Rabbi’ by C. 
Koepping, one of the most striking pic- 
tures in the exhibit. The seascapes of 
Richards are among the _ well-known 
American artists represented, but by a 
large majority of the pictures are from 
the masters of the old world. 

Another’of the pictures that carries 
with it the story of the defeat of the 
man of destiny is ‘‘The Battle of Water- 
loo,’ and the last rally more than pays 
for a trip to this salon, which has just 
been established In Atlanta. Then there 
are a great many others, until it is quite 
possible to step straight from Whitehall 
Street Into the National Academy of Lon- 
don, the Louvre or the Luxemboug.

NOW IN EFFECT 


Mayor Howell Yesterday 
Gave Ordinance His 
Approval. 


The ordinance witch createg a chil- 
dren’s court in Atlanta and which em- 
powers the recorder to put upon proba- 
tion juveniles under the age of 15 years 
received the upproval of Mayor Howell 
yesterday morning directly after he came 
to his office. The measure had come 
from council by a yote of 10 to 9. 

The ordinance provides for three dis- 
tinct changes in the present method of 
handling children who have violated city 
ordinances. It provides that there be 
separate detention wards at police bar- 
racks for juvenils. It also provides that 
the recorder hold a special session of his 
court for cases againstv children, The 
third change is that the juveniles are t? 
be put upon probation and returned to 
their homes if the recorder is of the 
opinion that the children will be benefited 
by such a course. The ordinance makes 
provision for a probation officer, who is 
to be a policeman, and who is to be de- 
a for the work by the chief of po- 

ce, 

The fight for the probation system has 
been a difficult one. It has been con- 
ducted principally by tho ladies of At- 
lanta, who attended meéetings of o?m- 
mittees and meetings of council in the 
interests of the measure and Who finally 
went to the office of Mayor Howel] and 
made e& plea to him for the reform.

The troops in Wiju are among the

supported by artillery and cavalry. 


WAP ADVANCE MARKED 
BY CONSTANT FIGHTING 


The advance to Wiju was marked 
by constant skirmishing with Rus- 
gian detachments which, after ex- 
changing a few shots with Japanese 
advance guard, would retreat. Prob- 
ably not more than one hundred men 
were kilied and wounded on both 
eides during the advance to Wiju. 

The most hotly contested affair oc- 
curred at Chong-Ju about 80 miles 
southeast of Wiju between a detach- 
ment of 500 Japanese infantry and 
cavalry and 700 Cossacks. In this 
affair, the Russians were routed los- 
ing 30 men killed and as many more 
wounded. The Japanese lost five men 
‘Killed and had eleven wounded. 
Among the killed was Lieutenant 
Kato who was shot down while lead- 
ang a charge on the retreating Cos- 
packs.

the manufacture of print cloths, controll- 
ing sixty-five milis, have entered into an 
agreement to curtail production by shut- 
ting down two days a week. The action 
is due to unsettled conditions in the cot- 
ton and cloth markets. 

The curtailment will begin next Thurs- 
day and will be continued indefinitely. The 
announcement did not come as a completa 
surprise. Manufacturers with few ex- 
ceptions have expected a curtallment as 
soon as the warm weather arrived, ani 
some of them say they would have re- 
duced the output during the winter ani 
they not been afraid of their operatives 
being in want and seeking employment 
elsewhere. The curtailment is the second 
general one in this city that has occurred 
since the cotton market began its upward 
movement a year ago last winter. 

Last summer a large part of the ma- 
chinery was idle, and the outlook at pres- 
ent is that a eimilar state of affairs will 
prevail for several months this year. 

Plants That Will Close. 

Among the plants that will close Thurs- 
Gay are the Border City, employing 
1,125 hands in its three mills; King 
Philip, 1,200 in four mills; Merchants 
No. 3, 600; Osborne, two mills, 760; Sag- 
amore, two milis, 1,000; Union, three 
mills, 1,000; Wampanaoag, three mills, 
800 operatives; Chase, two mills, 630, 
and Flint, 600. 

In other plants, owing to existing con- 
tracts, curtailment will not begin untill 
the latter part of next week. The three 
mills of the Stafford gorporation, em- 
ploying 800 hands, will continue their cur- 
tailment,

WORRY CABINET 
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Complications Feared from 
sthmian Rials, 


Determined, However, That Full Pro- 
tection Shall Be Given to Prop- 
erty of Railroad—Secretary 
Moody Charged To 
Carry Out Decision. 


Washington, April 5.—The labor 
troubles on the isthmus of Panama grow- 
ing out of the strike of the employees of 
the Panama Railroad Company 
taken a serious turn and the facts have 
been reported to the state department by 
the United States charge at Panama. 

The matter was deemed of sufficient 
importance to warrant consideration at 
length at the cabinet meeting today and 
the unanimous opinion was that every- 
thing possible should be done to avoid an 
entanglement of the United States gov- 
ernment in any labor controversy. But it 
also was determined that the government 
would not withhold in any degree the 
protection to the Panama railroad which 
it had assumed by treaty and it was de- 
cided that the railroad property, rolling 
stock, track and terminals should be pro- 
tected by fcree from the United States 
warships at the isthmus if that became 
necessary. _ 

Secretary Moody was charged with the 
duty of carrying out this decision and 
with instructing Admiral Glass and Ad- 
miral Sigsbee as to the course they shall 
pursue. 

Payne at Cabinet Meeting. 

Postmaster General Payne, who has 
been ill for several weeks, was able again 
to attend the meeting of the cabinet to- 
day. The president and his fellow cabinet 
members gave him a cordial greeting. 

Commissioners Reach Colon. 

Colon, April 5.—The Panama railroad’s 
steamer Allianca has arrived here with 
the United States Panama canal commis- 
sion on board.

Unjust to the South’ 

Editor Constitution: In the hope of 
correcting an impréssion that has, no 
doubt, obtained a wide circulation in 
many parts of the country as the result 
of some statements contained in a lec- 
ture by Miss Jane Addams, of Hull 
house, Chicago, I beg to request space 
in your columns for a presentation of 
the following letter from Miss Addams’ 
secretary, explaining some references 
made by Miss Addams to child labor 
in southern mills. In her address, she 
used an illustration of a child 5 years 
old working long hours and on the night 
force of a South Carolina cotton factory, 
and left the impression that young chil- 
dren were generally employed in south- 
ern mills: 

The excerpt which appears below states 
that the Incident of the child worker was 
a solitary one, and that, moreover, the 
visit was made many years ago. Miss 
Addams’ secretary writes: 

“Miss Addams is away on a lecturing 


your letter. 
Frull house, I have often talked over child 
labor matters with her, and she feels 
that I ¢an represent her views fairly as 
far as I know the facts to which your 
letter refers. In regard to the child of 
6 years who was running a 100m, Miss 
Addams can verify every detail of the 
story by her own. notes taken at the 
time, which she ‘still has in her pos- 
session. The mill was in one of the 
large cities of South Carolina, and the 
child was doing regular night work there 
—that is, she was having the long fours 
customary in the mil] for nfght work, 
although she did not work every night. 
The foreman said that she averaged 
three or four nights a week. Miss Ad- 
dams prefers to withhold the name of 
the owner of the mill, simply because 
he was very courteOus to her, personally, 


the night hours, a permissfon not us- 
ually granted. But the fact ehe has 
naturally felt at liberty to mention as oc- 
sasion seemed to warrant it. The child 
walked back and forth, watching the 
threads, and tying the necessary knots 
when broken. She was so smal] that 
it was necessary for her to stand ona 
sOCap box at times to yveach her work. 
The foreman was wholly unconscious of 
any injury to the child in allowing her 
to work in this way. On the contrary, 
he was proud of her unusual quickness 
and was glad to show her off, as it 
were. The sheeting which was being 
made on the loom was of the coarsest 
kind, to be sent to China for the use 
of the soldiers. Miss Addams was al- 
lowed to talk with the child freely, and 
she made notes at the time, upon which 
any statement which she might make in 
a lecture, are based. A prominent wom- 
an of Chicago, a friend of Miss Addams, 
visited the mill with her, and could cor- 
roborate her statements. 

“I have seen Miss Addams reported 
in such a@ way as to imply that she 
said the visit was a recent one. This 
is not true. It was made several years 
ago. Also, Miss Addams is made to say 
that it is the custom of the southern 
milig to employ children of 5 years of 
age. This is not correct, elther. Miss 
Addams gave a single instance which 
she knew to be true, carefully stating 
that she saw this one child, who was 
doing such-and-such work. far ag I 
know, this is the only case where Miss 
Addams saw 80 young a |child at work, 
but she did see many under twelve years, 
so many that her statements in her 
speech were much below the facts which 
she might have given. 

“T question whether Miss Addams could 
have said that the southern alms houses 
were ‘filled’ with paupers, who were pre- 
maturely worn out by early and excess- 
ive labor. 

‘‘Miss Addams is not here, and T am 
speaking on my own authority, but I 
feel sure that she !{s {ncoOrrectly reported 
as far as the one word goen But 
then. Miss Addams has statistics which 
do give very startling facts in regard 
to the deterloration which comes through 
putting children to work, under long 
hours, even though the work itself may 
seem light. The regularity, the monoto- 
ny, are fatal to the general bodily de- 
velopment of the child, and Miss Ad- 
dame’ facts about the southern alms 
houses seemed to her very convincing. 
They seemed to show that the monotony

President R. F. Maddox, of the cham- 
ber of commerce, in introducing Colonel 
Goodyear, said that the meeting was the 
first of a series of the kind to be held 
by the chamber and that he believed they 
would prove of great benefit to the bust- 
ness interests of Atlanta and Georgia. 
In his remarks President Maddox dealt 
briefly with business conditions fn At- 
lanta and the south and cited figures to 
show the growth in local and southern 
prosperity. Among other things he sai‘: 

President Maadox Talks. 

“T have noticed with a great deal of | 
interest in the last few weeks the effort 
on the part of some of our enterprising 
merchants to develop a malh order trade. 
I have been astonished, upon imvestiga- 
ting this subject, to find to»what enor- 
mous proportions the mail order trade 
hag been developed in Chicago, which is 
the leading mail order center of the 
lnited States. The other day the daily 
sales of Montgomery, Ward & Co., Ohi- 
cago, amounted to $200,000, and last 
year the sales for the three hundred odd 
days averaged $60,000. One Other store 
did an annual business of %$25,000,000, 
which is equal to t& earnings of a great 
railroad system. In Chicago one great 
merchant’s annual receipts, combining 
wholesale and retail, amounted to $40,- 
000,000. The enormous volume of this 
business is the direct result of adver- 
tising. It is the receipt of millions of 
doliarg from advertisers that enables the 
great papers to pay lavishly for news 
from all over the warld.

One of these houses issues a cata- 
logue equal in bulk to the New York 
city directory and prints two million a 
year: The postage is 26 cents; the cost 
of publication 40 cents, yet this house 
will mail the catalogue, postage paid, for 
15 cents. The net Yoss therefore on this 
publication per annum is $1,000,00u, 
which is charged to advertising. Re- 
cently down in Rhodesia a community

and asked the price of a church deliv- | 


ered in South Africa. They filled this 
order from the belfry to the Bible. 
only part of the church the Chicago firm 
did not send was the minister, and this 
would, in all probability, have been sup- 
plied on ordered.

Have Not Yet Paid for Peters 
Street Viaduct | 


City Comptroller Reports Upon the 
Matter to the General Council, 
and Much Interest Is 
Cause Dy What He 
Stated. 


ConsMerable concern has been mani- 
fested by city officials as a result of the 
announcement that the three rallroads 
interested in the construction of the new 
Peters street viaduct have failed to pay 
to the municipal] government the amount 
the city was expected to receive from 
them. 

The failure of the roads to pay is said 
to be attributable to a misunderstanding 
in, the contract between them and the 
municipality regarding the new viaduct. 
The matter has been turned over to 
Mayor Howell for settlement and he has 
consulted City Attorney James L. May- 
son. Mayor Howell also expected to con- 


fer with J. S. B. Thompson, general agent 
for the Southern railway, and will do so 
as soon as possible, but the frequent ab- 
sence of Mr. Thcmpson from the city has 
prevented a conference up to this time. 
The cause of the disagreement between 
the railroads and the city—if the matter 
can be Known by so severe a word as 
‘“‘disagreement’’—appears to be that the 
railroads do not desire to be responsible 
for the future maintenance of the struc- 
ture. They also desire the city to entirely 
close up the passageway under the via- 
duct in order to prevent either vehicles 
or pedestrians from crossing their tracks. 
The city hag already paid for the entire 
cost of the new Peters street viaduct and 
the following amounts are therefore due 
the city from the railroads:

tors. 


New York, April 5.—The cotton mar- 
ket opened steady at a decline of @ 
points to an advance of 4 polnts ana 
wuled steady around the opening figures 
for the first ten minutes or 40, after 
which it developed weakness and work- 
ed steadily downward during practically 
the entire session, closing at about th® 
lowest of the day, a net decline of 36@66 
points with sales of about 600/000 bales. 
The initial changes were in keeping with 
the cables, which were disappointing as 
to spot cotton and the old crop months, 
while the new crop positions were a 
ghade bettér than expected. Later, how- 
ever, Liverpool turned easier with pri- 
vate cables ascribing the decline to sell- 
ing by American interests, and whiie 
receipts continued very small, local senti- 
ment was affected more powerfully by the 
talk of extensive curtaifinthts in the 
Fall River spindleage and also by con- 
tinued indifference of spot buyers. There 
was some covering here and a little buy- 
ing through commission houses, while 
a local professional element seemed dis- 
inclined to sell aggressively, owing to ap- 
prehensions that New Orleans bull lead- 
ers would support the market on breaks. 
As the gzession progressed, however, there 
were indications of New Orleans buy- 
ing, and the bears became emboldened. 
Prominent Philadelphia interests also 
reputed to be heavy sellers, both here 
and in Liverpool, and a prominent local 
spot house, credited with representing a 
Wall street oparator, was a heavy seller 
and. reported to be gunning for the weak- 
er long interest in an effort to catch 
stop orders. As prices worked down- 
ward to around 14.60 for May and 14.89 
for July it looked as though fhis ob- 
ject had been atUSne®, for, when a report 
Was circulated of sfidrt time in Fall 
River, prices broke sharply with May 
reaching 14.52 and July. 14.74. The 
mew crop ruled ‘relatively steady in the 
early trading, but later was affected by 
better reports from the Delt as to Cli- 
matic conditions. which now appear to 
be seasonable with the éxception of rath- 
er low temperatures in some sections.

chester after the holidays 


The New Orleans Cotton Market. 


New Orleans, April °5.—Spot cotton 
quiet and weak. Sales 1,450 bales, in- 
cluding 800 to arrive and 200 f.o.. Quo- 
tations reduced 5-16c. 

Futures opened with prices 5 to 12 
points lower. The bears were in control 
and used their hammers with wonderful 
effect, sendin prices down 20 to 30 
points. Prominent bulls made no effort 
to sustain the market, creating the im- 
preagipn that thes desire lower prices, 
until they have a chance to load up 
again with cheaper cotton. In the trad- 
ing, fluctuations were wide and frequent. 
May opened 5 points lower than ‘yes- 
terday at 15.3@ declined to 15.12, ad- 
vanced to 15.24, sold dOWn to 14.74, ad- 
vanced to 14.92 and finally declined to 
14.75. July and other active months 
showed similar fluctuations. The mar- 
ket closed quiet, with net losses of 67 
to 66 points on the old crop positions, 
and 36 to 42 on the new crop.
